4,—Three towns w’ere in 
ruins today, more than 100 persons 
W'ere dead and upw’ards of 1,000 in­ 
jure, as the result of one of the 
most terrib le earthquakes that ev er 
struck New' Zealand. 


It b egan on North Island early 
yesterday morning, b ringing stone 
and b rick b uildings toppling ab out 
the heads of their occupant.s and 
pedestrians in the streets and set­ 
ting fire to 
hundreds 
of 
frame 
structures. 
Then the water supply, wrecked 
b y the shocks, gav e out and the 
firemen were helpless. 
In a series of recurring shocks 
the seaport of 
Napier 
was 
laid 
waste, the flourishing town of Hast­ 
ings twelv e miles aw’ay was dev as­ 
tated, and b uildings came tumb ling 
down b y the dozen in the town of 
W’airoa. 
The shocks were still continuing 
today and the population was stun­ 
ned and helpless in the face of the 
disaster.

flaming horror through Napier. In 
that city alone the dead were esti­ 
mated at 100 and the injured at 
1,000. 
W hat the tragic total would 
b e from all three towns and other 
settlements in the Hawke Bay dis­ 
trict, it w'as impossib le to foretell.

COMBATING AUTO ACCIDENTS 


The automobile accident problem will 
require the use of all possible resources 
if it is to be successfully combated, in the 
opinion of a hig h official of a leading in­ 
surance company . 
He predicts that the 
insurance industry will pay even g reater 
attention to accident prevention work in 
19 31 than in past y ears. 
About $300,000,000 was paid out by 
insurance companies during 19 30 as a re­ 
sult of automobile accidents, and nearly 
four-fifths of this was for deaths and per­ 
sonal injuries. 
The total is close to the 
amount paid out for fire. 
According to the insurance man effec­ 
tive accident prevention work has been 
done 
throug hout 
the 
National 
Safety 
Council, the teachers 
in 
thousands of 
schools and the police departments of 
hundreds of cities. 
During the past de­ 
cade special effort 
has 
been g iven to 
teaching children the fundamentals of 
safety , with the result that, during a time 
when the death rate for automobile acci­ 
dents has been steadily increasing among 
adults, it was been on the down-g rade 
among children of school ag e. 
Apparently it is time that adults fol­ 
lowed the ex ample of children, and ab­ 
sorbed the common-sense knowledg e that 
makes for safety on streets and hig hway s.

SUCKER LIST 


Every y ear American citizens lose mil­ 
lions of dollars by purchasing fraudulent 
and worthless stock. 
Schemes make a 
business of fleecing those who are alway s 
try ing to g et rich quick and believing the 
optimistic prospectus written about any 
fake enterprise. 
The best way to eliminate the fraudu­ 
lent promoter is by educating the public 
so that he will be unable to find dunces 
foolish enoug h to send him their hard- 
earned saving s in return for a promise of 
ex cessive profits. 
That is the viewpoint 
of the postoffice department, which say s 
that prison sentences alone will not eradi­ 
cate this ty pe of criminal activity . 
The postal officials direct attention to 
the fact that sad ex perience does not keep 
a lot of these suckers from biting the sec­ 
ond time. 
This is shown by the fact that 
there are people who sell what they call 
‘‘sucker lists,’’ in which the name of g ood 
prospects are 
made 
available 
for any 
crook wanting to dispose of some worth­ 
less securities. 
Sometimes the deception 
is cruel, as where an effort is made to 
attract those suffering from diseases to 
purchase some worthless remedy . 
A very safe rule for the averag e citizen 
to follow is 
not 
to 
purchase- ex cept 
throug h reputable brokers or firms. If an 
unknown 
character 
offers 
y ou 
some 
scheme for g etting rich by a comparative­ 
ly small outlay of cash, y ou have only to 
think for a minute to realize that if his 
proposition was honest he could secure 
ail the cash needed very readily . Don’t 
be a sucker and throw g ood money away .

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 


:Very often the United States Constitu­ 
tion has been stretched and twisted by 
the United States supreme court to deny 
n^w conceptions of human rig hts. Now it 
has the duty of deciding whether the Con- 
stiution shall be stretched to uphold an 
old conception of liberty . Such, virtually , 
is” the issue presented to it in aii appeal 
ta‘ test the constitutionality of the Minne- 
soia newspaper g ag law. 
fThat law g ives the Minnesota state 
g (J vernment power to enjoin publication 
oi; a newspaper to prevent it from print­ 
ing objectionable material. 
The case in- 
v^tJves a scandal-mong ering sheet which 
I ¿1 have no friends in decent journalism, 
points out the St. Louis Star. 
But the is- 
vue cuts far deeper than the merits of the 


newspaper 
involved. 
The 
question 
is 
whether American newspapers g uilty of 
offenses shall be punished for what they 
do under the laws g overning libel, sedi­ 
tion, and so forth—or be censored or sup- 
l^ressed for what they may intend to do. 
It is a straig ht-out test of freedom of the 
press. 
If this were a federal law there would 
be no question of the outcome. 
The first 
amendment to the United States Constitu­ 
tion say s: 
“ Cong ress shall make no law . . . 
abridg ing the freedom of speech or of 
the press.” 
The 
constitution-makers 
took it for 
g ranted, apparently , that no state ever 
would pass a law 
taking 
away 
these 
rig hts; all they feared was action by con­ 
g ress, a new and untried body . 
But they 
only forbade action by cong ress. 
They 
did not forbid state action. 
The tendency has been to accept this 
g uarantee as binding upon all law-making 
bodies. 
If it is not, there is nothing to 
prevent any state from reducing its citi­ 
zens and its press to the condition prevail­ 
ing today in Cuba. 
There are many , 
many threats at freedom of opinion in the 
United States. 
Within the last week a 
hig h school g irl at Los Ang eles, of g ood 
scholarship and deportment, was denied 
a diploma thoug h she had completed her 
work. 
She was accused of being a soc­ 
ialist.

d e a d—OR IN A TRANCE? 


Until the autumn of 19 29 most of the 
literary and popular monthlies and some 
of the weeklies had “ departments” “ in­ 
forming ” the public what to do with its 
money . 
They were printed under arrest­ 
ing titles, “ Down Town Outlook,” “ How 
to Invest,” “ Securities,” and so on. Some 
of them may have been paid advertise­ 
ments, but one could not tell easily , with­ 
out a microscope—they were printed in 
body ty pe. 
The writing was ex cellent, in 
plain, direct words, Eng lish that any wo­ 
man could understand. 
They spoke with 
authority , or an air of it, and caution, 
using the names of the g ood companies, 
discriminating between “ speculative” in­ 
vestments and those in which the hazards 
were small or non-ex istent. 
(Some of the 
non-ex istent hazards have come to life). 
Usually the advices were alternative, sel­ 
dom positive, but often, very often, al­ 
luring . 
“ Investment trusts” received at­ 
tention that convinced one of recondite 
authorship. 
They are g one, these “ helpful” depart­ 
ments in the backs of the mag azines, all 
g one. 
Suddenly they were blasted, they 
withered and disappeared. 
Is it possible 
that the financial seers are dead? Surely , 
there are distracted folk that still have a 
few silver coins left—have the mag azines 
deserted to persons sorely in need of dis­ 
creet g uidance? 
Alas! Scarcely one of the “ ex perts” has 
survived to remind, “ I told y ou so.” 
These wiseacres, analy zers, soothsay ers, 
prophets of profits live and thrive and 
breathe only in the atmosphere of a “ bull 
market. 
So it seems. 
They , too, are of 
the unemploy ed. 
--------------- 
POWER FROM THE SUN 


As every student realizes the sun radi­ 
ates a tremendous 
amount 
of 
energ y , 
only a small part of which falls upon the 
surface of the earth. 
However, if man 
could utilize this energ y to furnish power 
applicable to his own uses it would be a 
g reat help. 
Smithsonian Institute is in­ 
terested in this possibility and an author­ 
ized summary of a recent address by its 
secretary say s: 
“ All terrestrial concerns hang on the 
ray s of the sun. 
In itself, the sun pre­ 
sents many interesting aspects. 
These in­ 
clude considerations of size, temperature, 
probable internal state, sun spots, faculae, 
prominences, 
corona, 
relations to the 
solar sy stem and to other stars, source 
of immense energ y continually dissipated, 
and probable duration of the sun. 
“ On the earth’s receipt of sun ray s de­ 
pends its temperature, 
the 
g rowth of 
plants and, directly , all sources of power. 
The Smithsonian Institution has sent many 
ex peditions to hig h desert mountains in 
distant lands to measure solar ray s. 
In­ 
teresting incidents relating to these are 
described. 
“ Results show that solar radiation out­ 
put is variable throug h a rang e of sev­ 
eral per cent. 
It is found that tempera­ 
ture chang es of 5 deg rees Fahrenheit oc­ 
cur in Washing ton apparently depending 
on solar chang es of 1 per cent as observ­ 
ed at Montezuma, Chile. 
It seems possi­ 
ble that forecasts of weather for a con­ 
siderable time in advance may be based 
on the study of solar chang es. 
“ Studies of the dependence of plant 
g rowth so solar ray s are y ielding new and 
interesting results 
at 
the 
Smithsonian. 
Cooking has been carried on with g reat 
success by the use of solar heat. 
There 
is g reat hope that eng ines driven by solar 
power may be a practical outcome.”

INCOME TAX FACTS 
No. 2 
Forms for filing returns of in­ 
come hav e been sent to persons 
who filed returns la st y ear. Failure 
to receiv e a form, howev er, does 
not reliev e a person of his oblig a­ 
tion to 
file a return within the 
time prescribed by law—on or be­ 
fore March 16 , 19 31, if the return 
is made on the calendar-y ear basis, 
as is true with m ost indiv iduals. 
March, the usual date, this y ear 
falls on Sunday . 
Forms 
may 
obtained 
upon 
re­ 
quest, written or personal, a t of­ 
fices of collectors of internal rev ­ 
enue 
or 
deputy 
collectors. 
Per­ 
sons w'hose net income for 19 30 wras 
deriv ed 
chiefly 
from 
salary 
and 
wag es and was not In ex cess of 
$5,000 
should 
make 
their returns 
on Form 1040A. Persons whose net 
income was deriv ed from a business 
or profession, including farming , or 
from the sa le of property , althoug h 
the amount was less than $5,000, 
are required to use the larg er form 
— 1040. The use of Form 1040 is re­ 
quired also where the net income 
W'as in ex cess of $5,000, reg ardless 
of whether from salary , business, 
profession, or other sources. 
Failure to use the proper form 
presents difficulties to the public 
and the Bureau of Internal Rev enue. 
Therefore, it is emphasized that a 
tax pay er 
eng ag ed 
in

business 
from which he deriv ed a net income 
of less than $5,000 is required to use 
the larg er form.

scarlet sashes, swu ng them aloft. 
Becau se of the martial law which 
has been in effect since the rev olt, 
citizens were kept in their homes 
u ntil 8 a. m. and there wTere 
al­ 
most no witnesses 
to the ex ecu­ 
tions bey ond a few 
officials. 
An 
occasional scream 
could be heard 
Irom women peeping 
from behind 
shu ttered 
windows, 
howev er, 
and 
with the alv ance of day , shuddering 
c rowds passed the g ruesome scene. 
Perhaps the only cheerful place

The granddau ghter of Jay Gou ld, 
whose railroad manipu lations made 
him a money king of the post-civ il 
war period, Lady Decies came to 
be known in England for the spec­ 
tacles she sometimes presented soc­ 
iety , her penchant for the u nex pect­ 
ed, and as a lav ish bu t charming 
hostess. 
She was married in 1911 when 
she was 19 y ears old. 
The cere­ 
mony w*as performed in New York, 
its splendor and the prominence of 
the principals giv ing it wide pu b­ 
licity . 
Her name was frequ ently in the 
headlines, particu larly when on her 
honey moon she smoked a cigarette 
at the railroad station in Bru ns­ 
wick, Ga. 
Her reception in the 
British cou rt w'as a triu mph.

appeared before the king and qu een 
in a white satin gown embroidered 
in diamonds,

and a train rich with silv er lilies 
and ermine.

Detroit, 
fed 
by some of the weirdest tales ev er 
dev eloped 
in 
a 
civ ilized 
cou ntry . 
Stories hav e been told of su bmarine 
boats and cables, secret pipe lines, 
floating bou y s, 
au tomobiles 
con­ 
stru cted to hold a hu ndred cases 
withou t showing it, and a harness 
that enables a pedestrian to bring 
ov er a dozen bottles at a time. 
Su ch stories 
bring a smile to 
the face of Col. Pickert and his 
assistants. 
They point to the table 
of sou v enirs and say that, so far 
as strange dev ices are concerned, 
what one sees 
there ju st abou t 
tells the tale. 
Smu ggling, when it is done on a 
commercial scale, they say , general­ 
ly is carried on with boats in the 
su mmer and with sleds and tru cks 
when the riv er is frozen. 
Only no­ 
v ices go in for su ch dev ices as a 
hot w’ater bottle strapped to the 
abdomen of an u ndershirt with long 
pockets. 
There seems to be a nev er-ending 
su pply of su ch nov ices who, for the 
most part, are fou nd by cu stoms of­ 
ficers to be “casu al” smu gglers, the 
class that is allowed to pay a fine 
of $5 a bottle, regardless of the size 
or contents. 
The theory is that a 
man of woman carry ing one or two 
bottles has no intention of selling 
liqu or, bu t merely is bringing it in 
for his own u se. 
The man wrho sticks a bottle of 
liqu or behind the cu shion of his 
au tomobile after a v isit to Canada 
may get off with a $5 fine. Bu t the 
one who has a secret compartment 
made in his car is likely to be ar­ 
rested, with seizu re of the machine. 
The secret compartment scheme, 
cu stoms officers say , is abou t the 
most u nprofitable of all. The in­ 
spectors who do nothing bu t ex ­ 
amine au tomobiles day after day 
come to know’ the dimensions and 
“feel” of all makes and ty pes.

incongru ity 
cannot 
escape 
them 
long. 
With the pedestrians wrho come 
by ferry or bu s, it is a qu estion of 
looking for a su spiciou s bu lge or 
detecting a nerv ou s manner. The 
pedestrian is asked to “Step into 
the office, please.” Unless the of­ 
ficer has made

mistake 
the 
chances are that a new sou v enir 
is on its wray to Col Pickert’s table 
—v ery likely some sort of harness 
su spended from the shou lders or 
hips and holding u p a bottle shaped 
sack strapped to a lower part of 
the body .

The king intends to force Can­ 
zoneri Into a title match. Petrolle 
had been in line for the match as 
the result of a victory over Can­

The knockout was the first for

Told of Passion Play 
Miss Mary Fisher of the English 
department 
of the 
Marshall, 
Mo., 
high 
school, 
was 
the 
speaker 
at 
Sorosis 
Monday 
afternoon. 
Miss 
Fisher, who 
visited 
Europe 
the 
past summer, gave her Impressions 
of 
the 
Passion 
Play 
at 
Oberam- 
mergau, which she witnessed. 
Her 
audience listened with a great deal 
of interest. 
In 1633 there was a great pleague 
in that little Bavarian city, which 
wiped out 85 of 
its 
almost 
600 
population, she said. 
It was at this 
time that the people of Oberammer- 
gau pledged themselves to give the 
Passion Play every ten years if the 
Lord would take away the pleague. 
They gave it in 1634 and although 
it had been given previously, they 
presented it every ten years there­ 
after with few exceptions, one of 
which was during the world war. 
In 1933, three hundred years will 
have elapsed since the pleague ,and 
although 
the 
play 
was 
given 
in 
1930, it will be again presented in 
1933 in the observance of the 300th 
anniversary. 
Last 
summer, 
the 
presentation 
opened on May 11 and continued 
until September 28. 
It was given 
three times weekly, until 
because 
of the large crowds who came to 
see it, it was necessary to give it 
as many as five times a week. 
Visitors to Oberammergan during 
the time of the Passion Play must 
be satisfied with whatever accom­ 
modations they can get, and are 
taken into the homes. Miss Fisher 
stated that she lived in the home 
of a peasant, slept “ between feath­ 
er beds,’’ as is the custom, and that 
lier 
quarters 
were 
comfortable. 
The weather, she said was damp 
and cold. 
Laden 
with 
pillow 
and 
blan­ 
kets, 
the 
patrons 
enter 
the

man theater, which has a roof which

Oriental 
fabrics. 
Voices are excellent, and 
each act splendidly portrayed. Mu­ 
sical scores which have been w rit­ 
ten by the people, have been chang­ 
ed from year to year, and are now 
back to their original score.

are kept locked when not in use, 
and are not allowed to be copied. 
There is nothing amateurish about

There are 
more than 500 people in the mob,

mob . 
Characters are chosen, the speak­ 
er said, by election two years be­ 
fore each presentation.

chosen by a committee of ten. The 
people live the parts and practice 
all of the time, their lines. 
Even 
the children live the lives they en­ 
act on the stage. 
Miss Fisher stat­ 
ed that she stopped a little child 
on the street one day and asked to 
see her books, and that they con­ 
tained hymns and prayers. 
They 
are a religious people, she said, and 
truly live the lives they portray as 
they have for generations. During 
the time the Passion Play is being 
presented, the people of the village 
dress in native costume. However, 
they do not at other times. 
The 
young men wear their hair to the 
shoulders. 
It has been charged that the vil­ 
lage has commercialized the Pas­ 
sion 
Play, 
Miss 
Fisher said, 
but 
this is not true. 
The state does not 
assist them in any way, she said, 
and for a couple of hundred years 
the play was not supporting itself, 
but now it is, she said. 
The citi­ 
zens of the town have a foreward 
in the books of the play. 
They 
say that it is made possible through 
the living generations’ willingness 
to sacrifice. 
Aloys Lang, who portrays Christ, 
hangs on the cross for fifteen min­ 
utes. 
He practiced this for months 
before the production before he was 
able to accomplish this as he hangs 
by holding on to wooden pegs with 
three of his fingers, with the index 
finger pointing upward. Anton Lang, 
who was the Christ of this produc­ 
tion for a number of years, has 
reached the age when he no longer 
is allowed to portray the part. He 
now reads the prologue. 
Mrs. J. M. Johannes and Mrs. J. 
B. Harris, both of whom witnessed 
last year’s production of the Pas­ 
sion Play augmented Miss Fisher’s 
talk with tales of their experiences.

she said.

McGarry and Paynter and Maxon 
were there.
